The Commonwealth Constitution Part V: Powers of the Parliament reads: (xii) Currency, coinage, and legal 
tender: (xiii) Banking, other than State banking; also State banking extending beyond the limits of the State 
concerned, the incorporation of banks, and the issue of paper money. 


Although politicians have claimed, over many a year, that banks do not create the bulk of our nation’s money 
supply (i.e., bank ‘credit’ — read debt), with the advent of the internet that denial is being shown for the false claim 
that it is.

“The Reserve Bank is introducing new technology this year which will push Australia even further towards 
being a cashless society. Later this year the bank will roll out a new system called the New Payment Platform 
(NPP). The NPP will mean money can be transferred almost instantaneously, even when the payer and payee 

are members of different banks. The technology will also support “overlay” services, meaning banks will be 
able to create their own payment services to entice customers. Professor Richard Holden, from the University of 
New South Wales, has been studying the rise of the electronic economy and said the NPP would make electronic 
payments “super easy.” “[It] is going to make it super easy to transfer money instantaneously for free of any 
amount or kind,” he said. “So you’re not going to have to worry about setting up someone as a payee in your 
online banking and making sure you’ ve typed in the BSB number and stuff like that.”

HOME SCHOOLING: RESISTING THE BRAINWASHING OF THE STATE By Mrs Vera West 


The cultural wars start in the schools, and that is why 
many parents home school their children. But, does this 
harm children’s education, given that many parents are 
not professional teachers? From America: 


“In 1997, a study of 5,402 homeschool students from 
1,657 families was released. It was entitled, Strengths 
of Their Own: Home Schoolers Across America. 

The study demonstrated that homeschoolers, on the 
average, out-performed their counterparts in the public 
schools by 30 to 37 percentile points in all subjects. 


A significant finding when analyzing the data for 8th 
graders was the evidence that homeschoolers who are 
homeschooled two or more years score substantially 
higher than students who have been homeschooled one 
year or less. The new homeschoolers were scoring on 
the average in the 59th percentile compared to students 
homeschooled the last two or more years who scored 
between 86th and 92nd percentile. 


This was confirmed in another study by Dr. Lawrence 
Rudner of 20,760 homeschooled students which 
found the homeschoolers who have homeschooled 

all their school aged years had the highest academic 
achievement. This was especially apparent in the 
higher grades. This is a good encouragement to 
families catch the long-range vision and homeschool 
through high school. 


Another important finding of Strengths of Their 

Own was that the race of the student does not make 
any difference. There was no significant difference 
between minority and white homeschooled students. 
For example, in grades K-12, both white and minority 
students scored, on the average, in the 87th percentile. 
In math, whites scored in the 82nd percentile while 
minorities scored in the 77th percentile. 


In the public schools, however, there is a sharp 
contrast. 
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White public school eighth grade students, nationally 

scored the 58th percentile in math and the 57th 

percentile in reading. Black eighth grade students, 

on the other hand, scored on the average at the 24th 

percentile in math and the 28th percentile in reading. 

Hispanics scored at the 29th percentile in math and the 

28th percentile in reading.”

Previous trade agreements have enabled foreign interests 
to purchase Australian real estate, including farmland. 
Other unfortunate clauses have made it difficult for us 

to maintain a disease free status through bio-security, 
because the agreement forbids us banning certain 
products. 

We do not want a repeat of the Canadian situation 
where they were prevented from giving their local wines 
preference over imports. 

Even if we acknowledge the good aspects of the TPP, it 
must be agreed the package as a whole, presents a loss of 
control over our own affairs. 

The hundreds of clauses in the deal are not just about 
trading commodities.
